Howe's AcGouut. 
Mr. John Howe, left Leeoh River on Tbura- 
day pighl, He:had lakto.a^ a claim about 
half' 'a bile from tlis forts of .Sooke and 
Leech Fiver. Having left Mr. Scott his 
partner on the oluim he went np the second or 
west fork of Lcooh Uivar about 4 tailes.proa 
pecliuff all tba way up and tatting various 
prospects one of which he computea to bo worth 
S3 75; : He wu absent 3 days and during 
his absence his partner prospected the claim 
slaked off, and got fine prospects avBTH'^hi^ 
about a " bit" to the pan of good coarae yolJ. 
.Mr. Howo brings back about S20 of gold 
and will return with provisions and tools. 

Mr. Howe has had practical mining expe- 
rience in California, ana is of opinion that 
there are good diggings on Lcaoh river, but 
for what oumbar of men ho does nut yet vcn- 
lura an opinion. 

In one claim several miles up Loeoh river, 
they hid sunk 7 or 8 feet without reaching 
the bed rock, passing through strata of 
blue slate, clay, and ,iaod^ Our it^forroant 
dues not know/ the name ol the claim or the 
party, but they told him tho dirt prospected 
well. 

Up to 5 p. m. on Thursday ntteruoon, 77 
claims had bean recorded. Most uf the 
claim holders appeared to be perfectly con- 
tented with their proBpaots of success, and be 
was told by several whom ho did not know, 
to toll their partners in Victoria that they 
had a good thing. 

Turner and Oibson a Account. 

Messrs. Wm. Tarnor, a nephew of Mr. 
Michael Muir, and Saml. Qibson state that 
they ascended the Neitb Fork of the Leech 
River about 3 miles above the Devil's Grip, 
a steep ca&en, to pass which they had to 
climb a precipitous woody peak about 500 
feel. The water rushes through with great 
rapidity, hnviog a full of about 30 or 40 feet. 
The river above this canon is similar to what 
it ia below op to the second narrow, oai'ion 
which bns a fall ef aboat 30 feat and to pass 
this gorge reqaires great care. Between the 
two falls they prospeoted some red cement 
gravel in the crevices, and from two pans 
took out 87. 

Above the seoond fall they prospeotsd 
again in the erevioes and oo the bank for 
about 3 miles, averaging 25 oents lo the pan, 
tha highest beine $1 50 to the pan. There 
ia not mnoh pay dirt here, but, as they ascan- 
ded, th3 banks appeared to slupo off and 
towards San Juan Harbor the couotry seemed 
to get Salter. 

They did oot reach the head waters as 
their provisions failed, but from what they 
saw they judged that the proipaots improved. 
Thera is an abundance of qaaria in tho 
neighborhood. 

Beare are very plentifnl, and our informanta 
describe this seoiioo of the country as the 
rotigbest they ever travelled through. 

On Tuesday afternoon, just below the first 
big fall above the forks of Leech River, tbey 
saw Mallandaino's parly wash out Slli in five 
or six hours. Th«y wore sinking through tlio 
slats gravel to reach the bed rock and had 
got down three or four feet. About six miles 
of the right bank of the creek, from the forks 
of 8ooke Rivers up are staked otT, and good 
prospents were said lo have been taken out 
of the crevices in the decayed bed-rock. The 
miners were somewhat raittved us to the 
yield of their olaims, bat appeared satisfied. 
Our iofonnants are of opinion that other 
creeks exist in the neighborhood, where good 
digliings will be struck. 

I'bo country has every indication of a 
gol(l-be.iring ilislriot. Thoy reached ihe 
highest point yot prospected. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

Mr. Arthur ICeasI, a gentleman who 
vieiited the mines as a looker oa, informs us 
that bo proceeded a shod distance up Leech 
River and saw one party wash out about 
half an nance of gold daringthe day, working 
quite leisarely with a rocket ; the prospeoter, 
who ie an old Austrnliao miner, expectsd to 
make very good wages. 

Very faw miners were on the Creek on 
Thursday morning, most of them having 
left for provisions. 

The ciniraholders were jahilant over their 
prospects. Our informunt has not the slightesl 
doubt of good paying diggings existing on 
Leech River, and thinks the river can he 
fluiucd with advantage, hut being a saooa- 
tulaous country ho considers that the river 
would rise early in the season, and flumiog 
will therefore be out of the queslioo this year. 

Ur. Eeast thinks a trail from Muir's to 
Leech River would considerably shorten the 
distance. 

Account of Mr. SouUy, of Fort Street 

Mr. Scully, painter, of Furt street, who 
arrived last night by the Alexandra, gives 
the following particalars : 11a reached Ltecb 
River on Tuesday evening, und took up a 
claim at onoe, about miles from the 
yorlf.}. He and his partners immsdiately 
wont lo work " oreviciug" or picking ent ths 
d-'posils from ths c;'eviceB of the bed-rock 
with their knives, and soon got out a nugget 
worth 34. They then proceeded to break 
up tho loose slate rock about 20 feet 
from the bed of tho stream, finding it quite 
bare of earth and slightly covered with inoss, 
and on ^rasliing four pans of tho fragments, 
got out aboMt half an ounce of coarse gold, 
ufi.r " crevioiog" s further, taking out 

aboal |20, in pieces of frooj hulf an ounce to 
$1, Mr. Scully loft his parlnsfs on ^he claim, 
and made hiti way down to t.^e tov/n site, 
wb^Q ho recorded his claim, after which ho 
came 00 to Victoria to provide himacif with 
a looker ftoj other necessary cquipmenln. 
The sinin he btti Ivkcp up is the second above 
the Discovery ClaiM), balonging to IJooth and 
others. He passed wheo Thfiij ISc (Jo. wetb at 
work, whojsidthev were doing w/oll. Small- 
bone & Co. were alio doing wall j otjr iufo;n)- 
ant saw them take out from $1 lo $1 60 to 
the pan, by orsvicing. Benches of gravel 
■ ■ ■ from the location of the

Mr. George Barnett, who arrived last 
night at 8. o'clock on the Culedoaia from the 
Sooko mine3, in which ho has taken up a 
promising claim, gives ns the following inter- 
esting account : 

About CO or 70 men wuro on the upper 
part of Leech river and on the North Fork. 
SoTon miles Irom the mouih of tlio Lonch, 
the river is staked out nnd claimed on both 
sidos lor a diMance of nearly four miles, 
above that distance there arc not many 
likely spots. Two companies only have 
taken up claims on bar.s above the cufion 
which is nearly six miles up. Thoy got 
prospects in the ground ot from 3 to 10 cents 
to tho pan. There ure very few bara on the 
river and n groat scarcity ul (gravel, tlio clian 
tiol (pntliculnrly the upper part) being 
mostly boulders and bed louk. The first two 
miles of the liver are, however, better off in 
ihia respect. 

X great mcny of tlia miners who have 
staked off ground havo left for provisions. 
.Mr. Uolledga allowed tbein ten days in ad- 
dition to the 72 hours provided by law, in 
order that they might make their arraii^'u- 
nienls, many prospectors having left Victoiia 
with .acarcoly auytbiiig bul iiecesBury tools. 

The principal work on the crauk was beiiif; 
done ill the neighborhuad of iIir little can ui, 
(Iwo miles up) ; miners wore breaking Iho 
slutc bed rook up, and clearing out the 
crevices. Five or six companies were making 
310 to an ounce a-day by panning out Ills 
broken bed rock and the dirt in Ihe crevices. 
Pieces from $2 up to $7 wura often met with. 
Mills and Smallbone's Company were lucky 
enough. te meet with some unclaimed ground- 
neadj/ opposite the olaiin where tho nuggui 
wasfotiod, ai lata aa Thursday nitirniiig, and 
iu Iho course ol an hour or two had pannud 
out $10. The bed rock was pipo clay, one 
foot below the surface. Only ihrse or (niir 
rockers were working. Ko.'y McUonell had 
two going near the innnih. lie has found 
eosrso gold on a bench '25 fuut above the bed 
of the river. A high price would be given 
for rookers at the present moment. 

Tho claim belonging lo the company in 
which Mr. Harnett is interested is 3'^ 
miles np Leech river, prospeols from a 
conls to 50 cents to tho pan. uud pii:nly 
of pay din. Stephens (K. C ) and Uruy 
own the upper part of iho bar. It is 
intended to bring on walar iransdiatcly nni! 
work with sluices. Tlio Porlugosn cluiui, 
immidialely below, were tryinjj to work with 
sluices made of cedar baric. 

Mr. Ilelk'csion, a partner in Mr. Barnelt'a 
company, bad been up tlie North Fork four 
miles, when! it forks a second lime. Ilo got 
SL op to S3 to the pao from crevices in toe 
slate rock, which runs across the stream at 
right angles, but there is no dirt in the 
stream, which is literally cothing but a moun- 
tain torrent. The ssoond North Fork is, if 
anything, worse than the first, being almost 
ao Inaccesaiblo canon. 

The opinion of minors from all parts of the 
wo.-IJ who are on ihe credit \a, that tlie fiold 
has been washed down from tbo hilla, and lliut 
gsod pay dirt will be found in the aid chan- 
nels, in the banks and benches. The slate 
bed rook ia often 20 fset above the level of 
the present bed. and rnns parallel with its 
course. It has an nndulaiing appearance 
much tesembliog waves. The benuhcs are, 
in many places, very well defined, and ibeir 
surfaea is covered with good looking quartz 
bouldsrs. No discovery has been made in 
the benches except McDooell's, but no one 
has yet prospected them. Unless diggings 
are discovered in the bills the miues on 
Leech river will not give employment to 
more than 600 men, and will soon be worked 
out. The first two miles of the ebannel of 
the river can only be worked to advantage by 
a flume. 

When Mr. Barnotl left yoslerday, there 
were about 300 men on llie river, and ho mat 
at least 200 more on their way up. Ninety 
licenscH had been issued up lo 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning, nod many more were 
wailing lo get thoni. .Mr. Golledge has his 
hands full of work, ard lie gets tlirou;j;h it to 
the salislaction of all parlies. Me liaa boon 
unable hilluirlo to j;o up and in^iiiect llio 
mines owing lo ihe number of persona making 
enquiriea. .Soperiiilcudont tjiiiiih was met 
going op three ini les this side of the Forks 
and Surveyor PeinLcrlon five miles up the 
trail. 

A pack trail, from ibe mouth of .Sooke 
Kiver to the Forks, could be eniily made at 
a slight expense, anil is greatly needed by 
ttia miners. 

Mr. Barnett, oo his trip up, took the East 
loik of the Sooke, which was Hated in the 
Chronicle to be Lecoh River, and himself 
and parly did not find out their mistake uotil 
ibey were up four miles and struck the big 
lake at its head. Tbey prospected several 
likely spots on the way up and conld scarcely 
raise the color. 

There was considerable diaoutaion at the 
Forlis as to the distance across to Guldstres ni, 
and Ihe possibility uf making a good trail 
between the two. Many people aver that ii 
is ni,t more than seven miles in a straight 
line.

Up lo 8 u'olock laal 
evening the Government counted upon a 
inajoriiy of 40 at least. It will be seen that 
on a House composed of 404 members a ma- 
jority of 7 was all that could be mualcred.

Not only is iho war nut 
ended, bul, in an ungageincnt with ihe 
natives one of our resirnents has had Ihe 
worst of it ; so that tho insurgtintj not only 
escaped, bul have gone further up country 
to another and a stronger posiiion, out of 
which they will have to be drivon, most 
probably, with tho loss of the lives of many of 
our brave ond gallant countrymen. How- 
ever tnucli the loss of valuable lives is to bo 
regretted there is do alteroaliva but to cmn- 
pletu the work of subjugation ; and to effeot 
this Mr. Oardweli hsi just proposed to Par- 
liament thai a loan of £1,000,000 shall be 
guaraotsed to the colony, out uf which 
£SOO,000 already owing to ths colonists —a 
sort of robbing Peter to pay Panl — is to be 
paid back at onoe, whilst a substantial local 
ccntributioD is to be made to meet the ex- 
penses of tha troops, and cordial co opsralioo 
is to bo given to tbo Uoyornor to assist him 
in carrying out Iho policy of tho Home (Jo- 
verunisat towards subduing tho natives. Tha 
oircnmslancos of the case seem lo juslily ibis 
course. No half meaaarea will succeed, and 
there can be iiosafnty in New Zealand until 
the natives are conquered. For this there 
must be money raised, and an Imperial 
guarantee can only onable the authorities to 
make safe and satisfactory terms.
